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Young Writers Workshop 
of Frontline Artists announce 
‘A Day of Unity in Action’ 


NEWARK—A group of young 
black writers have announced their 
action phase to bring critical attention 
to their drive to get outspoken black 
legal scholar Derrick Bell appointed 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States by President Bill Clinton, upon 
the retirementof Justice Byron White. 

In March, the Young Writers 
Workshop of Frontline Artists, a 
grassroots human rights cultural or- 
ganization drafted its “Open Letter 
Manifesto” — subtitled “Will The 
Real Bill Clinton Please Stand Up?” 
— to President Clinton, demanding 
Bell’s appointment to the nation’s 
high court. The Manifesto has since 
been endorsed by several dozen 
grassroots organizations in the 
Greater New York City area. 

Calling this effort ‘The Front For 
Equal Justice,’ the organization in- 
tends to deliver the Manifesto to the 
White House with as many en- 


He continued, “We are asking 
our people to literally call the White 
House Comment Line at 202-456- 
1111, as wellas to write and call their 
Congressional representatives de- 
manding that they too speak to Pro- 
fessor Bell’s qualifications of excel- 
lence and courage to the President. 
The days of window-dressing and 
begging politics are over.” 

Kim Paula Kirkley, a law student 
atRutgers University Newark School 
ofLawandco-coordinator, explained 
why the anniversary of the birth of 
Malcolm X was designated for the 
Day of Action and why they want 
Professor Bell. 

“Oneof the reasons why Malcolm 
X left the Nation of Islam was because 
of his uncompromising stand on hon- 
oring, upholding and protecting the 
dignity and respect of black women,” 
she said. “Professor Bell literally did 


the same thing when he lefta tenured 
faculty position in protest at one of th 
most prestigious law schools in the worl:

PLAINFIELD—Assemblyman 
Jerry Green announced that the City of 
inficld lost all of the Department of

n commented, “every municipal- 
ify in the 17th district and in Union 
county applied fortherecycling money 
except Plainfield. Now the taxpayers 
are the only ones who lose due to the 
inaction of the Mitchell admini- 
sttanion. ” 

Green said that he complained to 
DEPEabout thelack of funds Plainfield 
received and found out that Mayor 
Mitchell had “dropped the ball.” 

“Plainfield had a full-time recy- 
Gling coordinator whose only re- 


sponsibility was to deal with the recy- 
cling program, but Mitchell’s admin- 
istration didn’t even apply for the 
funds,” stated Green. “This is the sim- 
plest grant for any town to receive and 
it’s sad that the [City will] loose valu- 
able tax revenues in such tight eco- 
nomic times. The Mayor's 
administration’s failure to deal with 
this program cost the taxpayers of 
Plainfield thousands of dollars.” 

In a copy of a letter to the Mayor 
and council regarding this program, 
Green condemned the situation by 
stating that “the Mayor hasan obliga- 
tion to put his petty politics aside and 
work wit myself and otfier members 
of the legislature if he has a problem 
with a State Agency. Unfortunately 
the Mayor’s inaction is a pattern that 
is costly to the taxpayers of Plain- 
field.” 

Citing another recent example of

the Mayor’s “poor performance,” As- 
semblyman Green referred to a recent 
budget problem that he claims nearly 
cost the city $500,000. 

Green thanked Councilwoman 
Faheemah El-Amin for reaching out 
to him for assistance. He says that 
their joint effort enabled Plainfield to 
use its reserve funding and avert the 
$500,000 shortfall in the budget for 
1992/93. 

“The key in gaining the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs’ approval 
for this was the fact that Plainfield had 
already lost appropriations close to 2 
million dollars in municipality revital- 
ization aid in the past 2 years,” said 
Green. “The Mayor is more concerned 
with hiding his mistakes rather than 
solving the cities problems. The end 
result means that the taxpayers loose.”

The Clinton presidency has now 
been fully launched and underway 
with the presentation of its budget. 
However, the package appears to be 
mostly anchor and little sail. 

Reduced to its lowest common 
denominator, the Clinton budget gen- 
erously rewards important demo- 
cratic interest groups, while attempt- 
ing to reduce the federal deficit by 
cutting the defense budget and rais- 
ing taxes significantly. What it does 
not do is work on an economy that 
has trouble generating new jobs and 
raising the incomes of Americans 
already working. 

Despite rapid growth in the la- 
borforce during the 1980’s, manufac- 
turing employment declined by 
150,000 jobs. This destroyed many 
of the career hopes of those who did 
not go to college. In the 1990's, 
thousands of middle management 
jobs will be eliminated by large cor- 
porations and governments, thereby 
damaging the career hopes of those 
who did go to college. 

Whether we like it or not our 
economy is going through profound 
changes. Manufacturing jobs will still 
leave the United States and middle 
managers will continue to be re- 
placed by sophisticated information 
systems in the foreseeable future, 
regardless of what Clinton does 
to his budget. 

Many American families will 
take risks they never envisioned to 
meet their mortgages, pay for day 
care and keep their children in 
schools. Many people who have al- 
ready experienced lay-offsare taking 
theserisks and helping toreshape the 
new American economy. 

Six hundred thousand new small 
businesses were started between 1983 
and 1991. Their efforts are a genuine 


investment in the structures that will 
drive future American economic suc- 
cesses. 

Contrast this effort with 
Clinton’s broad concept of invest- 
ment. Spending $250 million over 
four years to plant trees on private 
land to provide seasonal jobs for 
young people is more an attempt to 
Convince people that their interest is 
with big government, than a way to 
increase our economic capacity.
